Before entering upon the discussion of 
inis topic I am again constrained to spend 
a few moments in trying to secure a m u­ 
tual understanding.

I cannot hope wholly to 
avoid assertions which, for want of time, 
must go unproved. 2. Again let it be 
understood that I make no claims at orig­ 
inality aud venture into no questionable 
field of speculation. 
What I say lies 
wilhiu your reach, stated more clearly 
aud argued at length in bsoks that have 
challenged the criticism of the intelligent 
religious world. Not to stop to give au­ 
thorities during the lecture let mu at the 
outset refer you to a few ol the long list of 
recent aad standard books published on 
this subject, among the most available 
of which are tiunderiand’s and Chad 
wick’s, recently published in this country, 
which throw much light on the Bible in a 
cheap and popular form, or in England 
the more critical discussion of Matthew 
Arnold lu his “Literature and I)ogma,”and 
“GimI and the Bible,” Davidson’s recent 
work on “The Canon” or the more elabor­ 
ate article on the Bible in the New Ency­ 
clopedia Brittauica written by W. Robert­ 
son Smith, a minister in tho Scotch Pres­ 
byterian church who has been tried by a 
Synod for heresy but, I believe, acquitted, 
or still the less readable but more original 
works of Kucnen and Knapper^ on the 
continent. It you differ with mo then your 
dispute is 
not 
with me but 
with 
these eminent authorities. 
Their positions 
must lie disproven and their arguments an­ 
swered ere you can honestly avoid the 
conclusions ot this lecture. 5 ll then 
these conclusions are such a* hive com­ 
manded the assent of the advanced schol­ 
ars of Europe and America Is it askiog loo 
much oi those of you to whom these opin­ 
ions may seem new and rash, to suspend 
your judgment, not only until you nave 
heard all I have to offer in these lectures, 
jut also until you have had lime to delib­ 
erately weigh the 
matter in your own 
mind. 
Let it calmly settle into your own 
reason. Aye still farther, hold your Judg­ 
ment in suspense uutil you have looked 
into some or all of these authorities I have 
mentioned. Be not afraid of the encyclo­ 
pedia.

*refebyteriao scholar speak to you. Then 
you will have a right to object, and if need 
tie to 
denounce. Until you have 
thus 
honestly examined both sides, weighed the 
latest word of scholarship and criticism, 
opposition will be sectarianism and denun­ 
ciation will be bigotry. 4. Lastly iiieuds, 
however widely we mav Jitter in our 
thought ol the Bible may we not do each 
other inc justle* to behave that we are 
actuated by the one spirit, a desire to know 
the truth and to do the right.

AoJ a worthy answer it is, for within its 
lids are found fountain* of inspiration and 
spring* of action. 
Bat any exclusiveness 
of turn claim ought at least to be consider­ 
ed. 
When we rememoer mat every nation 
has its sacred book. 
The Turk has his 
Korau, Hie Hindoo his Vedas, the Chinese 
their Kings, 
the Egyptians their sa­ 
cred 
hieroglyphics, 
and 
the 
Assyrian 
his 
tile 
library. 
Indeed in the earlier days of letters every 
bit of writing was regarded with sacred 
awe, and deemed holy, as well it might, 
for surely what gift more heavenly than the 
art of writing. Tne devout Hebrew would 
not trample upon the smallest scrap, for 
the name of Jehovah might be written 
thereon, and he thus be guilty of profana­ 
tion. Caliph Omar burnt d the noble Al­ 
exandrian Library, the lute of which was 
never before gathered, and the loss of 
which can never be repaired, because, for­ 
sooth, the value of the whole library was 
to be found in his tacred book, I he Koran. 
Dcyolioa to the Christian Bible once as­ 
sumed an attitude almost as narrow. It be­ 
came a proverb that the Christian minister 
should be “a man of oue book.” 
To see 
him with aoy other book than the Bible lu 
hand Was a acaudal. ’Twas easy to take the 
next step, which would excommunicate all 
who would not tall down aud worship the 
yo.ume, the sacred Scripture. 
Coleridge 
prophesied that the idolatry of uncivilized 
nations would be followed by bibliology 
among the civilized. Aud has not pro­ 
phecy been well nigh realized when en­ 
tire communities become as mil tannable as 
powder whenever its sanctity is questioned, 
be it ever so tenderly. 
What is the Bible, again I ask, and the 
accepted theology unhesitatingly answers:

Other books

These 
are not all flippant scoffers, but among 
them are found the thoughtful, the studi­ 
ous, the earnest, the devout leaders in lit­ 
erature. Teachers ot art and science. Yes 
the champions in reform and teachers ot 
religion even. Not only in heterodox rank* 
but hundreds who stand in orthodox pul­ 
pits refuse to insist In the dogma ot infal­ 
libility of the Bible and lo their practice 
quietly inquire much of what in their 
creeds they accept as God’s word. 
Why is this far reaching* distrust of the 


long accepted dogma of the infallibility of 
the Bible ? What is the occasion of this 
wholesale accusation that comes to us from 
all the churches that this age is turning 
away from the Bible, that it is rejecting 
the word of God. Witness this determined 
opposition on the part of the clergy to so 
much of the literature that is producod by 
the leaders of thought as evidence of a 
serious rupture between the dogma of the 
church which grew in darker ages and 
the 
growing 
conviction 
of 
culture 
ripened 
by 
study 
and scientific investigation. The common 
explanation that all this is brought about 
by the spirit of evil, the depravity of the 
human heart, the wickedness af the age I 
refuse to believe and looking elsewhere I 
find a more rational explanation in the 
conclusions of scholarship. First— 
THE BIBLE IS NOT AN UNIT. 
It is not a book at all but books, not one 
but 
many. 
A 9 
it 
now 
elands some sixty-six different writings 
not counting 
the 
so 
called 
apocra- 
pbal writings, some ot which have a better 
right in the collection than others that are 
there. These works widely differ in pur­ 
pose, in character, date and authorship. It 
is one book only in the book binders sense. 
He helps perpetuate the delusion, by per­ 
sisting lo stitching up the whole rn one 
bundle. Again I say the Bible is not a 
B30K BUT A LITERATURE. 
Not the product ofono mind nor the crea­ 
tion of one hand, but the product of many 
minds, of many periods, written under 
divers circumstances and for divers cods 
and one method of criticism or study can 
never understand them, they were not 
written tor each other only In that large 
sense lo which the writings of one nation 
or one century may be grouped together 
by some general characteristics as the 
Fren:tk critic Tame have done for English 
writings 
in 
his 
work 
on 
That 
literature, 
Carlyle 
in 
German 
literature and Longfellow in 
Spanish literature. 
These writings uow 
bound together in our Bible has each of 
them a history of its own, a story and a 
purpose peculiar to itself. They once stood 
as tar apart and independent of each other 
as the books on my library shelves where 
Carlyle nod Goethe, Tennyson’* Poems 
and 
Emerson. 
Bret 
Harte 
and 
Clarke’s leu Great Religions, the Brown­ 
ings and Gibbon, Channing and George 
Elliot, Parker ami Dickens stand side by 
side. One might as soon expect to find 
absolute harmony and uniform correspon­ 
dence between these various works of 
Hebrew literature. 
I might as well quote 
indiscriminately (rom them without regard 
to author and confidently give chapter aud 
Verse as proof ot my sayings as to run in­ 
discriminately into this volume regarding 
alike the mythology of Genesis, sensuous 
love songs of the Canticles, the sublime 
wisdom ot the sermon on the mount, the 
curses ot David, the ravings of Saul—the 
tender devotion of some ot the Psalms, the 
heipiulness of the Parables, the bloody 
record of Judges, the pastoral sweetness of 
Ruth and the intricate sentences of Paul. 
Men are beginning to stop and think ol all 
this—this truth is being brought home to 
all common sense by the culture ot the 
age. Think of the absurdities aud the 
endless difficulties, meaningless wrangling 
oleo have got into from a failure to realize 
that the Old Testament collection is tne 
literature of a people, all that there Is left 
indeed oi their writings, tor a period of 
pernapa 
1500 
years—with 
varied 
exocnecce, a people now triumphant, now 
in slavery, now in war, now guided by low 
pardons, again led on by the voice of sub­ 
lime poesy and inspired. 
A secon d reason why tho iL talliability ot 
this Bible is d oub ted by stu d en ts is the 
forced reco g n itio n of 
IMPERFECT! 'NS 
ot various kind.0. The hand of time has 
becu laid heavily upon it ; the copy is 
worm eaten ; many of the passage) de­ 
formed, others lost altogether and others 
though left in form havejost their meauing 
to us owing to the great distance of time 
that intervenes between between their ut­ 
terance and our reading. It has been 
mutilated in the house of Its lnends more 
than by the hands of its enemies. Suppos­ 
ing the Calvinistic creed of the lGtb century 
to have been absolutely correct—that co 
point or comma of tho Bible could be 
wrong 
an i 
to 
doubt 
it 
would 
bo damnation, ye! by this time anyone at 
at all acquainted with the gauntlet this 
Bible has had to run knows that it would 
be impossible to have a correct transcript 
of it to-day, much less any accurate copy 
of the original document. 
No one pre­ 
tends that the original of a single chapter 
in tne Bible is extant. 
The oldest m anu­ 
scripts of the New Test. wa* written be­ 
tween JOU or 400 years after the time of 
Jesus and his Apostles, and this is but a 
recently tound treasure which materially 
modifies many parts of our received ver­ 
sion. 
What the fate of the Bible text has 
bji-o cannot be appreciated by aoy one 
who has not studied the story of the text 
and Its yarums versions. 
When we think 
of the painful transcribing of tho enure 
texts by the hands of Mouks sometimes 
iguoraut and superstitious, now their mor- 
ginal notes creeping into the text, uow their 
text is expanded to better represent their 
idea of tne meaning. Now words omitted, 
again words repeated. 
Parchments be­ 
come misplaced, the order is changed, 
Taco comes the maiming and the warping 
of translators, printers and proof-readers. 
Did the Almighty guide the hands of King 
J amen’ translators 7 Docs the All Seeing 
Eye look over the proofs in the American 
Bible Socitty printing house ? It not the 
iofalibilily is gone and again we are adrift. 
without an absolute safe chart. Time for­ 
bids illustration of these points. 
I simply 
remind you that the yanous readings of 
the New Testament alone, are numbered 
by the thousands and tens ut thousands. 
A recent translation of the four Gospels 
alone 
contains upwards of forty pages, 
closely printed, double column matter in 
non per id type of the various readings 
collected 
from 
the 
different MSS. 
J he English translation itself is unsatisfac­ 
tory to all scholars, when they know that 
the “ King James version” 
19 originally 
based upou a very imperfect MS. of the 
Greek text written in the 13th century and 
and that the 54 wise men of King J ames 
were not permitted to make a translation 
of their own at all, they were only requir­ 
ed to correct an older one within certain 
strict rules, compelled always to favor 
what was koown as tho Bishop’s transla­ 
tion, a translation made in the interest of 
Episcopacy and to correct the influence of 
the Geneva Bible, translated with a strong 
leaning towards Calvinism, and in doubttul 
cases and on new grounds perbaos, they 
were more indebted to the Catholic Dr. 
Martin for his translation from the Latin 
vulgate than any other. 
And thus in this 
roundabout way through ragged text* and 
varying versions has come the English 
Bible, which is guarded with so much su­ 
perstitious jealousy. 
As an illustration of 
how much we are at Aho mercy 
of the 
translator and how much he may do to bias 
the Bible in favor of his own ideas take 
this word Krim'i, which occurs in the 
Ntw Testament 28 times, 
It is translated 
into the English

Way this 
variation ? Supposing Paul’s text had read 
I —"eating and drinking judgment or con­ 


demnation to himself” instead of damnation 
would it not have saved many a minister a 
hard job at the communion table In trying 
to explain it away. Again the other word 
akin to it, Krisis which occurs 48 times 
and is translated 41 times "judgment” 2 
times as * accusation” 3 times as "damna­ 
tion,” m il 2 Hums ab “co n d em n a tio n Did 
then the spirit of the Almighty direct the 
English translators to translate the word in 
Matthew X X III: 33, "how can ye escape 
the damnation of hell ?” and in John III: 
30 and my judgment is just. Why not speak 
of the judgment of hell and the righteous­ 
ness ot damnation. 
The word hades is 
translated as "grave” as "heir apparently 
indiscriminately. 
The 
translators, lest 
they might endanger the orthodoxy of 
sprinkling 
a9 
a 
sacrament 
of 
Baptism 
did 
not 
dare 
to 
translate it at all, but Anglacized the Greek 
word Baptizo so as to leave the question 
opec. 
instead of transiting it into its 
English equivalent of immerse or to bathe. 
This necessitated oar 
Baptist brethren 
withdrawing Irom the Bible society, or­ 
ganizing one of their own, and bringing 
out a noble translation of the New Testa­ 
ment in every way superior to that of the 
common version. 
But so strong is the 
tyranny ot 
the latter that I suspect bu 
few of the Baptist ministers dare to use 
their own version in the pulpit lest the 
spell be broken and the inquiring minds go 
further. Some years ago the Committee 
on Versions, of the American Bible So­ 
ciety, consisting of eminent scholars, pre­ 
pared an coition in which the misprints 
aud imperfect headings of our present 
version were alone changed. This was 
adopted by the board of managers and ap- 
proved by all the secretaries. For seven 
years did this edition struggle for exis­ 
tence, and was finally suppressed in re­ 
sponse to a clamor coming from denomi­ 
national organizations and organs. One oi 
the committee confessed to 
Dr. James 
Freeman Clarke that the reason was that if 
once they began to make corrections in the 
Bible, the people might lose their faith in 
it altogether, which is undoubtedly true, 
as far as faith in its infallibility 19 con­ 
cerned. Every intelligent minister knows 
that the last clause of the Lord’s prayer is 
a comparatively recent 
addition to it, 
wanting in all the earlier MSS., that the 
hest damnation text of the New Testa­ 
ment: 
“lie that believeth and is baptized, shall be 
saved; but 
he that believeth not, shall be 
damned.” 
In connection with the last twelve verses 
of Mark is spurious: That the only square 
Trinitarian text in the Bible— 1st John V:7 
about the three heavenly witnesses, is a 
clear case of interpolation, and yet how 
many of them have ever admitted to their 
people these facts. Same old editions have 
induced won notoriety from some glar­ 
ing 
mistake 
or 
obscurity; 
but 
there 
are 
mistakes 
enough 
in 
the Bible that lies on our pulpits to-day, 
were they honestly confessed and frankly 
handled by the preachers who use them 
to dispel forever the slavish tyranny of the 
letter. Among the most notorious of these 
old Bibles might be mentioned: 
The “Bug” Bible was printed in London in 
1551, and received Its nickname from the fact that 
i’riim bl, 5, was translated, “Tnou shalt not need 
to be alraid or any JJugges by night,” instead of, 
aa 
in our version, ‘'afraid for the terror by 
night." 
The “Brcechea” Bible was printed in Ueaeva 
In 15GU, and is also called from Gen. 3. 7, being 
translated, “They sewed fig-leaves together and 
made themselves breeches instead of aprons, aa 
In our versi n. 
The “Treacle" Biblo wag printed In 1568 and in 
it Jeremiah 8, J! reads, “ Is there no treacle in 
G ile a d , ’ Ac.. ...s te a d of balm. In IGW, this word 
was c h a n c e d lo “rosin,” a n d so came the name 
ol the “ Rosin ' Bible;’ ,and in 1611, thu last word 
was changed for “ bairn," as now. 
The “ He” Bible, printed in 1611, took its name 
from an error in Ruth 3, 15, “he measured six 
j measures of barley and laid it on her, and he 
went into the city,” when the word should have 
been, she went into the coy,’’ Ac. 
The “ Wicked ’ Bible wa* printed in 1631, and 
was so named from Its omitting the word “ not” 
from the seventh commandment, making it read, 
“Tnou shalt commit adultery ;’* and this extra­ 
ordinary omission occurred again in a German 
edition ut 173J, go that there la a wicked Bible in 
esc ti language 
Again let me remind you that these are 
facts taken, not from tbs wild results ot 
reckless radicals or flippant scoffers but 
the devout conclusions of conservative and 
orthodox students such as Neander, Gries- 
b*cb, Tischeudorf, Alford, and Davidson 
Most diligent and successful of all is 
Tischendorf, who under the patronage of 
the Czar of Russia has given his lite for 
the search and study of Greek manuscripts 
of the New Testament, the earliest of 
which are copies, as I said before, three or

of the Bible 19 out of the possibility el 
Candid scholarship. These are established 
lads and he who in the light of t( day 
stands up to deliberately f ort (lie contra­ 
ry is either too cowardly to look deep into 
the matter or too ignorant to apprehend 
the manliest t ti mony of the sincerest 
students ; or yet he may be so tackless 
that he dire not f ay in public what he is 
compelled to know in private, refusing to 
disclose in the pulpit what he dk covers in 
the study. Feanug to trust that truth to 
the keeping of i r s fellows which has per­ 
force taken pcr^e ’ion ot his own mind. 
The so called books of Mc y v are now, 
with scarce a doubt, productions of a much 
later 
day, probably 
a 
thou­ 
sand years after his death. They are 
indeed Mosaics rather than the writings ot 
Moses. 
Fragm ent of various books which 
have gone to pl :es and been clumsily 
patched together as they have parsed 
throught the hands of succ sive editions 
The authorship of the Kings, Chronicles, 
many of the Psalms and Proverbs and 
indeed a large portion ot the Bible are 
absolutely unknown. Bulb, Esther, Dan­ 
iel are books about these persons not by 
them. 
By 
whom 
and 
when 
written cannot be told. To suppose that 
Job is a bit of autobiography is the same 
as to say that Aurora Leigh 's a personal 
history of an author of that name. Tncse 
are works which in many poin'' bear a 
literary resemblance. 
Ilappily we know 
upon what shrines to place our thank 
offerings for Aurora Leigh, but alas no one 
can tell us around what brow to twine the 
laural for this book of Jo b —one 
01 
the 
noblest contributions to the Idlers of the 
race. Doubtful eyea is the student as to 
whether the unknown 
but never to be 
forgotten 
author belonged within the 
pale ot Israel even. In the New Testament 
we hod similar difficulties. 
The Book of 
Matthew is probably but a Greek version 
ot a Hebrew work now lost, a book not 
seen since the very early centuries. Suffice 
it to say that the authorship ot John—a 
question started es early as the second 
century—is not yet settled. 
Scholars of 
learning, of piety, of undoubted integrity 
to be found on both sides. 
The sc called 
“ Paul’s Epistle to the Hebrews,” the “2d 
Letter of Peter,” the “2d and 31 Letters ol 
J oho/’ are pronounced beyond a doubt by 
latest scholars but forgeries, i. e.: They 
were written by others than the persons to 
whom they are credited. 
Paul writing 
to the Thessalonians says: “be not troubled 
by letters as from U9”—indicating that 
there were forgeries even then abroad. 
In 
short, the study of the Gospels records as 
Matthew Arnold ha9 clearly shown, first 
tn his Literature and Dogma, later rn his 
“God and tho Bible,” convinces the stu­ 
dent that “ the record when we first get it, 
has passed through at least half a century 
or more of oral traditions, and through 
mare than one written account."—((rod in 
th en ce, P. 221) 
I NTEUNAL* EVI I> i«fCE s. I 
But you appeal from the external evi­ 
dence of Liistory to the internal evidence of 
the book itself and you do wisely. There 
I too gladly go. T ru th ’s truth by whoso­ 
ever uttered, and though the name of the 
author be hopel ’sly lost, and the date be 
beyond finding out, truth is still the same. 
It matters not to mc whether I find the 
Golden Pule 
uttered by Confucius, in 
China. 2oOO years ago, or uttered by him OI 
Nazareth 19 centuries ago. It is grandly 
true and loving in either case. “Doc true 
word outweighs la the balance a sacrifice 
of a thousand Moses.” 
“Not rivers of oil or thousands of rams” 
but to “ break the yoke of tyranny is the 
accepted fast”—both utterances of the same 
divine truth though one be uttered by 
Budhn the Prophet of India, the other 
by Isaiah the prophet of Jewry. So if 
there bo divine harmony and unity in the 
words of the Bible who carrs about the 
historical entanglem ent about MSS. and 
authors. But is there this solid unity ? 
And here comes in the second class of iin- 
periection9 that the student are forced to 
recognize. 


INTERNAL CON IT ^DICTIONS, 
moral blemishes 
here and there, the 
candid student

Priests call for sacrifice. P ro p h et spurn 
the call and demand justice. Tho writer 
oi the law fixes the guilt of “ the lathers 
upon the children unto tne third and fourth 
generation.” “As I live, ye shall use no 
more this proverb in Israel—for all souls 
are mine saith the Lord, and the soul that 
sioneth it shall die,” responds Ezekiel 
Both claiming the seal of “ ’bus r lith 
the

calls 
down imprecations upon enemi \ and an­ 
other encourages the “d' hiog of 
the 
brains” of inni .rent children “against a 
stone.” Then therp comes u*om the same 
volume the refrain, “What doth the Lord

“and to love mercy.” 
And still sweeter: 
Father, forgive them, for they know not 
what they do.” Or again: “Love your en­ 
em ies, do goci to them that persecute 
“you.” 
For centuries students have conscien­ 
tiously labored upon a harmony of the 
four gospels, but no satisfactory one has 
eyer been framed, for the very simple 
reason that that they are not harmonious in 
detail. They don’t tell exactly the 
me 
story. Of the four accoun*'of the cruci­ 
fixion, no two give exactly the c me le­ 
gend above the crc~\ We have two ac­ 
counts of the death of Jud* ,—one in 
Matthew, aod the other in Ac's. Both can­ 
not be true. One says he threw away the 
money, the other that he bought a field 
with it. One says it was called 'Aceldama 
or field of blood,” b «au9e it was bought 
with the price of J us’ hic od. The other 
that it was named thus because J ud - him­ 
self died upon it. 
We have two accounts 
of Paul’s conversion. One says that the 
traveler mw a light, but heard no voice ; 
the other speaks of them as "fi llin'? a 
voice, but seeing no man.” 
You say tuese 
are trifles; so they are, but if my eternal 
well being is dependent upon the wa? I 
understand this book, nothing can be 
trilling. If it be the very word of God 
we may well expect Him to be accurate in 
details. 
Let us be honest aud frank 
about this matter, lf I am to be eternally 
damned or blessed according to the way I 
follow this chart and I have none other, I 
have a right to demand that it be made 
very plain and that there be no blots, 
lf 
the early dim ples quarrelled and held 
heresy trials, 
if Paul and Barnabas could 
not agree to work together and had a plain 
out and ont though good natured theologi - 
cal controversy, lf Paul “ withstood Peter 
face to face because he was to be blamed’

human beings. By virtue of this theory 
of lufalhabiltty, the fact that Paul lived 
fifteen hundr I years before the doctrine 
Of political 
fre lorn and equality had 
dawned upon the world was made an ar­ 
gument tor the perpetual marketing of

ago. 
On 
our Western .. pc to- lay we have the 
disgraceful ar; I demoralizing crime of pol- 
lgamy, w ide defiant and strong by well 
proven Bible p r e len’i and arguments.

Any one that would add to or take* 
from the thiugs which are written rn this 
book, meaning not the whole collection of 
Christian Scriptures as is so often as-umed, 
tor this text was indited two or three hun­ 
dred years before the canon so called had 
a being as such 
Jesus use of the ancient 
writings of his people was as literature not 
as dogma.
